If you wish to have this decision reviewed, please write to 
me, explaining your version of the facts supporting your claim 
that your registration as a 3SA leader should be granted or rein- 
stated.

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Sexual abuse o£ two 11 year old Scouts and one 3 year old boy and possibly 
several others- Details of this report came from interview with the Metho- 
dist minister whose church sponsors the troop t the Scoutmaster, and the 
father of one of the boys concerned* Information derived from personal in- 
terviews with the two 11 year old boys and also from statements made by 
both boys in a meeting attended by several parents and the leaders of the 
troop* The minister is also the chairman of the troop committee and tfr, 
Magreevy is a member of his church- The minister has met with Sir- >fagreevy 
and some of the statements in this report are a result of this meeting - 

Subject 1- An 11 year old who has been a Scout about a year- At a Scout 
campout in September where Mr- Magreevy was the only adult present, the 
boy slept in the same tent with Magreevy * Magreevy made sexual advan- 
ces to the boy who resisted and then consented* Magreevy performed 
fellatio on the boy. He attempted to get the boy to do the same for 
him but the boy refused and moved to another tent. 

Subject 2. An 11 year old Scout and his 8 year old brother* Not on a 
Scout activity- Mr. Magreevy took the two boys swimming to a aearby 
cove* With the boys in the water he had them remove their swimming 
trunks and performed fellatio on each of them. 

Subject 3. A 14 year old at a growth conference in one of the small rooms 
at the church meeting room of the troop, Magreevy exposed himself to 
the boy, talked about homosexuality and showed the boy pictures from 
homosexual magazine, 

Magreevy in an interview with the mini seer did not deny manual manipulation 
of the boys hue did deny oral contact. 

The father of ^^^■■■MB^as filed criminal charges against Mr. tfagreevy. 
These charges have been deferred by the local district attorney pending 
mental evaluation and treatment of Magreevy in the Carl Albert Mental 
Health Center in McAlester, Oklahoma* 

Other information furnished by the minister as a result of his interview 
with Magreevy includes the following: 

At approximate age of 23, Mr- Magreevy was arrested in Mew York state 
for showing lewd pictures to children- He was confined to a men tal in- 
stitution for a year- Married after he was released - 

Ac some later date, he was accused of ''some similar activity" while 
living in Ohio and he went to the Scout Executive and "cleared his 
name-" It is not known whether this was in the same location but at 
some recent period , probably 1977, he has been registered as Che As- 
sistant Scoutmaster of Troop 26 in Ashtabula, Ohio, tt.£. Ohio Council* 

He is a member of the Order of the Arrow. Also at some point in his 
life he was an active pilot . 
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
